Elba city employees will get an 
extra holiday, with pay, this year 
thanks to the generosity of Elba city 
officials. 

The city council voted unan- 
imously Monday night to give all 
employees the day after Thanks- 
giving as an extra paid holiday, for 
1994 only. Employees will now have 
a four day weekend, due to Thanks- 
giving being a regular holiday and 
all but police officers off on Sat- 
urday and Sundays. 

The reasoning expressed by coun- 
cil members was that they had not 
been able to grant a pay raise to em- 
ployees and this would be a small 
token of gratitude for their loyal ser- 
vice. 


“T think we should pay 
our just bills but we are 
out of line paying 
duplications ” said 
Council member John 
W. Sharpless 


A discussion was held with City 
Attorney Mark Vaughan about the 
results of his efforts to get District 
Attorney Joel Folmar to either fur- 
nish or pay for prosecution of city 
cases in District Court. 

Vaughan said he made 
progress on the matter, even though 
Folmar did agree to the city re- 
ceiving court costs of $10 or $2.50, 
according to the case. However it 
was noted the actual cost is higher 
than this and Supreme Court rules 
call for more reimbursement. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood referred 
to Rule 17 of the Rules of Alabama 
Supreme Court which reads: 

“When a municipality elects to 
abolish its court and transfer its 
cases to the district court system, 
the district attorney may, in his 
discretion, request the assistance 
of a municipality for prosecution 
of violations of the ordinances of 
the municipality. The municipality 
shall, when requested, furnish 
prosecutionial services in the dis- 
trict, circuit and appellate courts; 


provided, however, that prior to 
the furnishing of prosecutorial 
services by a municipality, the dis- 
trict attorney and the municipality 
Should agree to an equitable re- 
imbursement for said services.” 
(emphasis added) 

The above rule was the current 
ruling at 10:48 a.m. on August 26, 
1994, according to the Ad- 
ministrative Office of Courts in 
Montgomery. 

Elba abolished city court by Or- 
dinance 81-1 on July 5, 1981, fol- 
lowing guidelines established at that 
time by the Alabama Supreme 
Court, through the Administrative 
Office of Courts. Until recent 
months the District Attorney’s office 
has been handling prosecution of all 
city cases in the applicable court. 

City council members were told 
several months ago by Haywood that 
the District Attomney’s office would 
no longer be handling city cases in 
District Court. This has caused an in- 
creased expense to the city and there 
has been no reimbursement as 
spelled out by the Supreme Court. 

Vaughan was instructed to further 
explore this matter with the District 
Attorney. Vaughan said he would 
feel better about discussing the mat- 
ter with Folmar face-to-face, rather 
than over the telephone. 

Council member Brad Wilson re- 


ported to the council on his nego- 


tiations with Vaughan about placing 
the city attorney on a monthly re- 
tainer, rather than the present meth- 


He explained that Vaughan had 
agreed to serve for $1500 per month 
plus $75.00 per hour for actual court 
time and out of pocket expenses. 
This would begin on January 1st and 
be good for one year. 

Vaughan said $2,000 was a bet- 
ter figure, but he understood the fi- 
nancial condition of the city and was 
willing to do this for one year, as 
long as the council members under- 
stood it might go to $2,000 after the 
first year. 

The council members did not take 
any action on this matter. 

Police Chief Jack Parker reported 
responding to 24 complaints and is- 
suing 29 traffic citations. These cita- 
tions include 13 for speeding, one 
DUI and four for parking ina handi- 
capped zone.

The discontent nationwide with 
established government was felt lo- 
cally and compounded by problems 
with the voting machines. Errors in 
computer tallies of votes in both 
Dale and Covington counties 
teamed to increase the concerns of 


individual candidates and their sup-_ 


, porters. 

The most noticeable of these is 
the two way race for Chief Justice 
of the Alabama Supreme Court.

Republican Perry Hooper Jr. un- 
Officially closing to within nine 
votes of incumbent Sonny Hornsby 
with over a million votes cast. 
Hooper supporters were still con- 
tending that an accurate count 
would give their candidate the vic- 
tory. This race may end up ap- 

ed to the Alabama legislature 
or final settlement. 

Several other races have prompt- 
ed candidates to retain lawyers to 
either officially or unofficially con- 
test the results.

Commission purchases health department transportation

There will be no cost to the 
county for the purchase and oper- 
tion (insurance, maintenance, etc.) of 
these vehicles, The health depart- 
ment will foot the bill including 20% 
match (approximately $7,000) re- 
quired by the grant, 

Ball also proposed that the county 
accept ownership of eight (8) vehi- 
cles previously operated by 
S.E.A.T.S, (Southeast Alabama 
Transportation System), 

The appraised value of the eight 
vehicles (two 15-passenger buses, 
one 6-passenger bus, and five 22- or 
24-passenger mini buses) is $2#,000, 
The cost to the county will be zero. 

Ball again told commissioners 
that the health Gepartmant would pay 
the $5,600 to the ADOT for the 


transfer of ownership from 
S.E.A.T.S. to the county. 

The cost of renovation (paint, 
etc.), maintenance, insurance, and 
operation will be funded by the 
health department.

America Speaks: It's Time for Real Change 


Not since the days of the 
Dwight Eisenhower Administration 
has there been such adramatie shiftin

The National Security 
Restoration Act would prevent the 
placing of U.S. troops under foreign 
command, and establishes protections 
against deep cuts in our national de- 
lense. 

7.) The Senior Citizens Fair- 
ness Act would raise the Social Se- 
curity earnings limit, and repeal the 
Clinton tax hike on Social Security 
benefits while providing tax incen 
tives for private long-term care insur- 
ance coverage. 5 

5.) The Job Creation and 
Wate Enhancement Act includes 
incentives to help small businesses, 
culs and indexes capital gains tax’ 
rates, and offers long-needed reform 
of unfunded federal mandates. 

9.) The Common Sense Le- 
gal Reform Act would help prevent 
frivolous lawsuits by enacting “loser 
pays” laws and would set reasonable 
limits on punitive damages. It would 
also reform product liability laws. 

10.) The Citizen Legislature 
Act would allow a first-ever vote on 
term limits formembers of Congress.

Elba played one of its best two quarters of the season in the first half as 
they jumped out to a 21-0 lead and totally dominated action for much of 
the half, At the time the Tigers scored to go ahead 21-0, Elba had rolled 
up 9 first downs and 228 yards in offense, compared to only 1 first down 
and only 32 yards of offense for Briarwood Christian. The Tigers had 
driven 51, 43 and 72 yards for touchdowns, while the home-standing Li 
ons’ deepest penetration was at their own 49-yardline. Briarwood did 
drive late in the half and reached a first down at the Elba l-yardline, but 
the defense turned back the threat and refused to give up any points as 
they protected the big lead. It was a half like Elba fans have seen in years 
past, and one that the players, coaches and fans could all be proud of, 


The second half was a different story as Briarwood came out with 11 
players within ten yards of the line of scrimmage and gambled that the Ti- 
gers would play it close to the vest with the big 21-point lead. The gamble 
paid off on Elba’s first three series as the Tigers went three plays and 
punt; however, the Tigers did wake-up after a Briarwood score and re- 
sponded with a 70-yard touchdown drive that took 15 plays and used up 
almost seven minutes of the clock. Briarwood did score late, but it was 
only after Elba was practically wiped out by injuries in the secondary, and 
had no impact whatsoever in the win. 

The Elba offense had a good night as Detrick Kyles gained 116 yards 
on 19 carries and scored 3 touchdowns, while Chris Tyson gained 86 
yards in the first half before being injured and Sterling Jones gained 33 
yards on just six carries filling in for Tyson. The offensive line blocked 
well and the backs ran hard, which is a deadly combination at any level of 
play. The Elba passing game wasn’t sharp, but it did click on 5 of 8 tries 
in the second half for 54 yards and accounted for 44 yards on the 70-yard 
drive that put the win in the bag. Chris Hudson, Rudy Free, Cory Howe 
and Detrick Kyles all had big receptions, and Che Vaughan seemed to 
gain confidence as the game progressed. The offense put 28 points on the 
scoreboard and had over 300 yards on the night, both figures that should 
lead to many, many wins. 

The Elba defense dominated for almost the entire first half, but had 
problems when Briarwood went to its no-huddle offense and in the end 
Was Struggling just to find enough bodies to fill all the positions.

The annual Farm-City Week Cel- 
ebration banquet continues to grow 
each year and this year's banquet 
Was no exception. 

It was evident last Thursday eve- 
ning that the place to be in Coffee 
County was at the Farm Center. 

More than 1,000 Coffee Coun- 
lians gathered together to enjoy a 
meal, recognize award winners, and 
enjoy some good old fashion enter- 
tainment, 

The serving of more than 650 
meals began the night’s festivities in 
order to insure that the guests would 
enjoy the remainder of the event on 
a full stomach, 

The meal consisted of barbeque 


‘ chicken, green beans, baked potato 


and rolls. It was topped of with a de- 
licious piece of “Chocolate Sin 
Cake.” 

Perhaps the most time consuming 
item on the program, and rightfully 
so, was the Farm-City Awards for 
1994, 

The two most prestigious awards, 
Farm of Distinction and Outstanding 
Businessman, were the first present- 
ed. 

This year’s Farm of Distinction 
Award went to the Parker family,

Larry, Walkanita, and Larry, Jr., of 
Kinston. 

The Parker Farm is located in the 
Basin Community on land home- 
steaded by Mrs. Parker’s grandfather 
in 1891, 

Diversification in row crops and 
livestock production is the Parker's 
secret to success. Their major crops 
consist of 200 acres of cotton and 
240 acres of peanuts. However, it is 
their 500-head purebred Charolais 
herd which is the most impressive. 
To maintain these cattle they have 
450 acres of pasture and 45 acres of 
hay. 

Horace Smith was named County 
Businessman of the Year by the 
Farm-City Week committee. 

Smith is a pioneer in the area’s 
timber business. He and his brother 
started Smith Brothers Lumber Com- 
pany in 1950. The name of the busi- 
ness was later changed to Smith 
Lumber Company. 

-Active in community affairs, 
Smith’s greatest contribution to Cof- 
fee County came in his untiring ef- 
forts in the field of economic and in- 
dustrial development. 

In 1962, he was a founder of the 
Enterprise Industrial Development 
Company. This company, which was 
formed by private contributions of 
area residents - some as little as $6 


per month, was instrumental in se- 
curing properties which became sites 
for Coffee County industries. 

As chairman of the Enterprise In- 
dustrial Development Board for 
three decades, Smith has led efforts 
to acquire properties including those 
now known as the South Industrial 
Park, the North Industrial Park, and 
the Yancey Parker Industrial Park. 

He likewise led the efforts to lo- 
cate industries on these sites. The 
success of these initiatives is attested 
to by thousands of jobs provided by 
businesses in these locations. 

Yancey Parker was presented 
with a Lifetime Service Award 
plaque. 

It was Parker, along with Martin 
Moates, who first started the Farm- 
City Week type celebration back in 
1978. They recognized the need for 
interaction between farmers and 
business men. 

The event has grown into an an- 
nual event which lasts for weeks and 
involves hundreds and hundreds of 
individuals from the farm and busi- 
ness communities. 

The night’s celebration was with

Elba BOE votes to borrow $40,000.00

The Elba City School Board vot- 


ed in their November meeting to sell 
some unused property and the bor- 
row $40,000. 

The board voted to sell several 
acres of land on the 203 Bypass to 
harold Wayne Lawford for $20,000. 
The property had been advertised 
and bids solicited earlier this year, 
but all were rejected as being too 
low. This higher offer was in line 
with what board members felt the 
undeveloped property was worth. 

This parcel of land had been do- 
nated to the school by Dr. and Mrs. 
Jim Boyce. 

Money from the sale of the prop- 
erty will be used for several capital 
projects: to build a concession stand 
- press box for boys baseball and 
girls softball fields. 

A recommendation from Super- 
intendent Charles Pearce for school 
system to borrow $40,000 was 
unanimously approved. The short 
term, 6 month loan was at 6% inter- 


est from The Peoples Bank is to al- 


leviate cash flow problems, 

The $15,093 matching cost of the 
erosion control grant; and an in- 
surance premium of $27,684 
prompted the action, The school 
saved $4,500 on the insurance by 


making the one time annual payment 
on the errors and omissions policy, 
rather than quarterly payments 
throughout the year. 

Pearce reported to the board that 
the audit of the federal grants re- 
ceived from the 1990 flood is com- 
plete and the school owes no funds 
back to the government. 


Copies of a “No Fight” policy 
were presented to board members. 
They will be asked to approve the 
police at the December meeting. 

School board members are Eddie 
Kelley, Chairman; Daniel Stephens, 
Vice Chairman; Bob Roberson, Myr- 
na Cowen and Reverend Aubrey 
Williams. 


State troopers predict 18 deaths 


Alabama State Troopers urge mo- 
torists to drive defensively and use 
safety belts and child restraints dur- 
ing the Thanksgiving holiday period. 

Holiday travelers are also encour- 
aged to observe posted speed limits 
and all other traffic laws and to ab- 
stain from drinking and driving. 

Public Safety estimates that 18 
people will die in traffic crashes dur- 
ing the 102-hour period which start- 
ed at 6:00 p.m., Wednesday, Nov. 
23, and continues through midnight, 
Sunday, Nov. 27. 

Last year, 19 people died as a re- 
sult of traffic mishaps during the 
Thanksgiving holiday period. At 
least 5 of the deaths were alcohol re- 
lated; 4 of the crash victims were us- 
ing safety belts. 


Additional state troopers will be 
patroling the state’s roadways to en- 
force traffic laws, assist motorists 
and serve as visible reminders to 
drive safely. Federal overtime grants 
aimed at speed and safety belt en- 
forcement will allow the additional 
troopers to be on duty. 

During the holiday period, troop- 
ers, sheriff and police departments 
will conduct sobriety checkpoints in 
conjunction with Checkpoint Ala- 
bama, a year-long sobriety check- 
point program that began in October. 

Troopers will increase patrols on 
heavily traveled roadways as part of

COURT ORDERS VICTIM’S REPRESENTATIVE NOTIFIED 


Judge McAliley: increases Edge’s bond

After a hearing Wednesday morn- 
ing, November 16, the court in- 
creased the bond of an Elba man fac- 
ing murder and drug possession 
charges. 

Timothy Ferrell Edge, 37, of 
Route 1, Elba has been free on bonds 
totaling $95,000 since September 8. 

On June 21, Edge was taken into 
custody and charged with murder in 
the shooting death of Billy Clifton 
Whithead, 32, of Elba. He was also 
charged with possession of marijua- 
na in the first degree at the time of 
his arrest for murder. 

At the time of his arrest, Edge’s 
bond was set at $100,000 for the 


murder charge and $10,000 for the 
possession of marijuana charge. 

His defense attorney petitioned 
the court to lower his bonds on Sep- 
tember 2 stating that they were too 
high. 

Without objection from the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, District Judge 
Tom Head signed an order reducing 
the murder charge bond to $85,000 
and leaving the bond on the posses- 
sion charge at $10,000.00. 

While free on bond, Edge was 
again arrested by Elba police on Oc- 
tober 29 and charged with unlawful 
possession of marijuana. He was 
freed from jail on that charge after 
signing another $10,000.00 bond. 

Meanwhile, on October 24th, a 
Coffee County - Elba Division 


Grand Jury returned a true bill on the 
murder charge and original posses- 
sion of marijuana charge. 

_ After Wednesday’s bond revoca- 
tion hearing for Edge, Judge Gary L. 
McAliley raised the bond on the 
murder charge back up to the origi- 
nal $100,000.00. 

He ruled that the bonds on the 
two charges for possession of mari- 
juana remain at $10,000.00 each. 

Judge McAliley further stated in 
his court order that Edge is to, at all 
times, remain on the residential 
property of his mother except when 
he is at work from 6:15 a.m. through 
4:15 p.m. each day.
